This Is in resoonse to your September 19, 1974, letter to Mr. Dernier 
requesting copies of any tests which the Atomic Energy Comnission 
performed for the Warren Commission or any person or agency acting 
for it in connection with the investigation into the assassination 
of President Kennedy. 

The AECs Oak Ridge national Laboratory (OWL) did provide technical 
support to the Federal Bureau of Investigation in the performance 
of neutron activation analyses on the paraffin casts from the right 
hand, the left hand, and the right cheek of Lee Harvey Oswald. The 
r-sults of these analyses are discussed in the testimony of FBI 
special agent John F. Gallagher set forth in “Hcarfiigs Before the^ 
President's Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy, 
Volume XV, pages 746-52. neither AEC nor OWL prepared any rep or, 
on the results of these analyses. 

Wo other tests such as you described were performed by AEC or at 
any AEC facility.
